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y RITERS of great eminence have confeffed that 
, they had their hours of apparent in{piration, 
and of comparative dereliction of talents; and every 
man muft be fenfible of a difference, from caufes be- 
yond number, in his inclination and ability t6 em- 
ploy thought, and exert his powers of Compofition., 
Johnfon indeed faid, that a man can always write “ if 
he will fet himfelf dogged/y to it;” and true it is, as we 
at prefent experience. But very doggedly indeed 
does he go to it, whofe mind is oppreffed by any re- 
cent affiiction, or difturbed by any painful apprehen- 
fion. ‘The periodical writer, as Johnfon alfo knew, is 
bound to this neceffity more ftrongly than any other, 
Willing or unwilling, difpofed or indifpoted, he muft 
count the {teps of time ; and write under his inexora- 
ble orders. The evil of this is not ideal; while we 
defcribe we feel it; and with, at the moment of writ- 
ing, for a reipite from our labour, which itis not pof- 
fible to obtain. If our Preface, therefore, fhould take 
the tinge of our minds, the benevolent reader will ex- 
cufe it; recollecting that we write at prefent, not be- 
caufe we would, but. becaufe we matt; with litcle 


inclination to be eloquent, and none whatever to be’ 
gay. The caufes of this feeling fome readers wil] 
divine, and others not; but to us,

Divinity. 


The annual Leétures of Canon Bampton, eftablifhed 
in the Univerfity of Oxford, have produced, and are 
likely to produce, fome of the moft important vo- 
lumes in Englifh Theology, Nor can many of them 
be more valuable, than two which we have noticed in 
our prefent half-year; thofe on Religious Enthufiafm, 
by Mr. Nott*, of all Soui’s College; and thofe of Dr. 
Paurencet, on a material part of the Ca/viniftical Con- 
troverfy. Mr. Nott, by clear definitions and accu- 
rate deductions, points out the nature ef Entbufiafm, 
and of the minds on which 1: 1s likely to operate ; Dr, 
Laurence, moft diligently examining the theological 
language of the age of our Reformers, has demon- 
ftrated that thofe articles of our chureh which are 
claimed by the Calvinifts, as inculcating their opi- 
nions, cannot poffibly have had that meaning, in the 
intention of thofe who wrote them. 

This latter volume unfolds fo much recondite in- 
formation, that we could not do juftice to its contents, 
or give them the fupport we wifhed, without a very 
extended critique. We are joon to report upon ano- 
ther highly valuable work, produced by the fame 
lecture. <A different inftitution, and one more flow 
in Its progreffion, produced the Warburtonian Lefures, 
of Mr. Nares, Aschde: acon of Stafford f; of which it 
is not perhaps too much to fay, that they give a clear 
as well as a chronological view, of one great Clafs of 
Prophecies, and thofe the moft im; portant. 

The chief works which we have noticed, befides 
thefe, are tranflated from Freneh authors, though not 
without confide rable acceflions from the tranflators. 
Thefe are the pious and im pref live Charges of Maffil- 
Jen §, ad apted to Englith ule, by Mr. St. Johns and 


the much noticed volume of AZ. Villers, on the Spirit 
and Influence of the Reformatien \

Of occafional difcourfes, we might enumerate feve- 
ral, not wholly unworthy of that diftin&tion ; but we 
felect, as more particularly demanding i@, the primary 
Charge of the Bifhop of Exeter +, with h the Sermon of 
Mr. Gregor t, delivered at the fame Vifitation: the 
Sermon of Mr. Churton on the Powder-plot§, and 
that of Dr. Eveleigh, Provoft of Oriel, om the 87tb 
Pfalm||. Thefe are all of diftinguifhed excellence ; 
but the Bifhop’s charge is, as it ought to be, pre- 
eminent among them.

History AND ANTIQUITIES, 


The confolidation of thefe claffes, which are not al- 
ways eafy to feparate, will afford us one of moderate 
extent. The Hiforical View of the. Englifh Govern- 
ment, begun long ago, by the late P#ofefor Millarq, of 
Glafgow, and now completed from his papers, is a work 
of very mixed character, It has too many merits to be 
pafled over here, and too ngany faults to be praifed 
without much referve. The author was a zealous, 
and at one time a dangerous republican; but, with 
allowance for the prejudices belonging to fuch a cha- 
racter, a man of ability and refearch, The former 
caufe produces the chief errors, the latter the great 
merits of his work. Mr. Glenie’s improved edition of 
a work, entitled Military Memoirs **, compiled ori-

general. hiftory, to the other profeffional example. 
The Hiftory and Antiquities of thet Town of St. Edmund's 
Bury -have employed the induftry and exercifed the 
pen of Mr. Yates * ; and the refult has been avery 
afefal and famsfactory work. As fupplemental to one 
period of Exfglith Hiftory, sbe Progrefi effes of m pe Eli- 
zabeth will often be confulted; and the third volume 
‘lately produced by Mr. Ni chols +; the compiler of the 
two former, is not inferior to them in the curious na- — 
ture of its contents. The hiftory of the. 18th century, 
as far as the progrefs of Arts, Science, and Literature 
is concerned, has been given by an American Clergy- 
man, Jr, Miller, ' in his Retrofpe#t. The work has 
been republifhed here, and is likely to’ be well re- 
ceived. Mr. Clarke’s ab as ah is almoft too tri- 
fling a work to be placed in the clafs of Hiftory : yet 
it may come in among the appendages to hiftorical 
knowledge, and therefore is heré noticed.

- world was Mr. Rofcoe’s Life and Pontificateof Leo Xj. 


‘That itis equal to the work which raifed that expec- 
tation; the Memoirs of Lorenzo, can hardly be affirm- 
ed; but, if it-has faults which were not, perceivable 
cheve, it has merits alfo, which mark the hand of the 
fame able swriter. The Memoirs of General Thomas, 
produced by Captain FrancklinG, are curious in them- 
felves, and highly illuttrative of the interior Hiftory of 
Modern India. Among the early biographers of the 
illuftrious Nelfon, Mr. Charnock ** ftands diftinguifhed

~ Connefted with thefe two claffes by its Pa fub- 
&, the work on the Periplus of Arrian *, which we 
ave here feencompleted, by Dr. Vincent, Dean of Weft- 
minfter, has reference alfo to various other branches 
of learned refearch ; to the hiftory of ancient manners 
and commetce, and the tranfition of both into thofe of 
modern times ; to claffical learning ; and, occafionally, 
even to facred hiftory. Inveftigation fo extenfive, 
and remark fo acute, are very rarely united; and the 
two volumes of this work, with that on the Voyage of 
Nearchus +, contain more knowledge, remote from 
the common objects of enquiry, than has often been 
comprifed within an equal number of fheets,  ~ 

The works that remain to be here noticed are of a 
more common. kind: fuch as Capt. Beaver’s African 
Memoranda }, and the tours within our own ifland, by 
Mir, Mawman§ and Mr. Malkin}. Information and. 
amnufement may be found in each of thefe, but of 
a more light and popular kind. 

Dr. Aikin, whole endeavours to inftruct his country- 
men have been unremitting and fuccefsful, has lately 
publithed Geographical Delineations$; a work of 
merit and ingenuity, and calculated to diffufe very ufe-. 
ful information. The Traveller's Guide, by Mr. 
Oulton ** may be confidered as a new Englifh Gazet- 
teer, convenient in every thing but fize, or rather 
butk ; for its thicknefs only exceeds moderation.

Stephen, of whoie very able:pen it is well worthy. "The 
fubjeét was'followed up by Mr. Brown, of Great Yar- 
mouth, who.ih a tract, entitled she Myfteries of News - 
tralization +; illuftrated and confirmed the: pofitions 
of Mr. Stephen, by many new facts.» 

The remaining articles before ‘us are of very differ- 
ent defcriptions ; on the means of fecurity‘and defence; 
on internal arrangements, on general principles, or 
thofe of particular branches'of policy. On the means 
of National Safety we have noticed a trac, written by 
Mr. Fobn Bowles ¢, with his ufwal uprightnefs of in- 
tention, foundnefs of argument, and vigour of ftyle. 
His vigilance is always alive, me quid re/publica detrimenti 
caperet; but unfortunately without the authority con- 
veyed by thofe words to the ancient confulate of 
Rome. ‘On National Defence, ina military point of 
view, two authors have written with much ability ;—— 
Mr. Macdiarmid§, whofe Enquiry extends to two 
large volumes, in which much is well fuggefted, and 
much, in our opinion, liable to great’ obje¢tion; and 
an anonymous writer, who confines his Observations | 
chiefly to the Volunteer Force. The principles of Po- . 
litics are well laid down in a ‘work tranflated from the’ 
French, we underftand, by Col. Macdonald. Tc is en- 
titled an Effay on Sovereign Power |, and the doctrines 
of the original are ftrongly confirmed and ably illuf- 
trated by the tranflator **. 

With refpect to internal arrangement, J7r. Nolan 
has written with diftinguifhed ability, on that great 
national object, the Poor Laws ++; which work would 
indeed have belonged to the clafs of Law, had we’ 
found materials to conftitute fuch a divifion. On the

we were obliged to. remark. To write.on ancient 
commerce no author is fo qualified as the author of 
the Periplus, mentioned in a former fection §, .thé. 
learned Dean of Wefiminfter. On a fingle but emi- 
nently important branch of the Hiftory 01 Commerce;, 
the Commerce of Great Britain, a valuable tract has been. 
compoted in German, by Dr. ( barles Reinbard, and 
tranilated into Engiith by A/r. Savage. On, or ra- 
ther againft, that difgraceful branch of Britith Com- 
merce the Slave Trade, now fpeedily, we truft to be 
abolifhed, Mr. Clarke @, Prebendary of Hereford, has 
written with vigour and effect; particularly in oppofi- 
tion to a man whofe general proteffions ought to have 
confined him tothe fame fide of the argument,

No book of its kind has been more generally ap- 
proved than Fergufon’s Leftures on Selec Subjeéfs, an 
various branches of Philofophy :, we rejoiced there- 
fore to fee it.in a new Edition, with many impor 
~_acceffions, from the pen of Mr, Brewfter *. A ftandard 
book, as this. is, mutt, from. time to time, be accom- 
modated to the aétual ftate of fcience. To the labours 
of Drs. Irvine, father and fon, the philofophy of Che- 
miftry is deeply indebted; andthe volume of Effays + 
-will not only record their difcoveries, but will lead to 
many more, of,which they have difclofed the fources. 
Botany, 2 pleafing and popular branch of natural Phi- 
lofophy, is enriched by the knowledge’ which Ad. 
Daw/on ‘Turner has. colleéted, on the fubject of the 
Britih Fucit; and we -thall hope to fee the cognate 
and equally obfcure genera of Alga, Ulvz, and Con 
fervze; illuftrated by the fame Enquirer. 


MeEpIcInNeE. 


Number, rather than magnitude or importance, 
has lately charafterized the produétions of this clafs. 
Out of that number, we fhall fele&t a few, more enti- 
tled to notice than the reft. Of thefe, one of the 
moft confpicuous is the AZemoirs of the Medical So- 
ciety of London §, which has now arrived at a fixth vo- 
lume. It isa volume of felec contributions, many of 
‘which are extremely valuable. Next to this may be 
placed, the Modern Praétice of Phyfic\ by Dr. E. G. 
Clarke, a book containing more information thar is 
ufually compsifed within the fame compafs: Dr. Vit. 
dan’s work on Cutaneous Difeajes ¢ is {till in progref- 
fions and maintains the chara¢ter it originally acquired,

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from the correétnefs of its delineations and defcrip- 
tions. Dr. Haygarth has given a volume of no great 
extent, but of more than proportionable value, which 
he calls @ Clinical Hiftory of Difeafes*. As the mate- 
rials for continuing the work are confeffedly in his 
hands, the public may hope, with us, to fee ir further 
extended. <A treatifeon the Difeafes of the Stomach, 
particularly. ufeful to young practitioners, has been 
publithed by Dr. Stone+; and Colleéions on the Medi- 
cal Effetts of Cold, by Dr. Stock $. Both thefe authors 
may be confulted by ftudents with advantage, but not 
too implicitly followed. A fenfible Effay, though 
anonymous, entitled Expofitiqns on the Inoculation of the 
Small-Pox and of the Cow-Pox§, may ferve to remove 
fome of the errors lately circulated, with but too much 
fuccefs, on both thefe fubjects. 

A fmall volume on Hemorrhage, by Mr. Jones }, is 
the only furgical work of any value that has lately 
paffed through our hands. 

A curious hiftory of the Plague at Marfeilles has 
been tranflated from the French of A. Bertrand, by 
Mifs Plumbtreq ; but in a medical point of view 
it contains little information, except that which 
is but too common in the hiftory of epidemic dif- 
eafes ; that many different Phyficians employed vari- 


ous methods and remedies, with equal confidence, 
and equal want of-fuccefs. 


Poetry, 


The premature death of the elegant and- ingenious 
Profeffor Carlyle was the fubject of lamentation to all 
the friends of literature; his pofthumous Poems **, 
while they further juftify that regret, form alfo a 
new monument of his tafte and genius, promifing to be

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coeval with his former productions. The «merits of 
Nelfon, and the demerits of the man who commands 
the land of Europe, as Nelfon did the feas of all the 
world, are,moft poetically difplayed in a: little poem, 
entitled U/m and Trafelgar*. »We long to mention 
the author, for the fake of his well-earned credit; but 
we are not authorized to do fo. Very congenial in 
feeling, and not far remote in other points, is the*ano+ 
nymous JMJonody on Mr. Pitt}. Of this alfo we could 
perhaps point out the author; but the celebrators of 
departed patriots are not always to be encouraged to de. 
clare themfelves. The Woodian’s Talet, by Mr, 
Boyd, the approved tranflator of Dante, is, as wel] 
as his other poems in the fame volume, extremely 
worthy of our notice. The Progre/s of Refinement, by 
the Rev. W. Gille/pie §, is a poem of no {mal merit; 
and his other compofitions, in the fame volume, prove 
him equally fuccefsful in various ftyles. — Tbe Alexan- 
driad | is an attempt, not devoid of poetical powers, 
to celebrate the prefent Emperor of Ruffia.. The au- 
thor will probably proceed to other compofitions, and 
will then take courage to difclofe his name. The 
Chaplet | is a mere colleétion, but cheap and compre- 
henfive; and contains poems of merit, not fuffici- 
ently known, as well as a few of fuch general fame, 
that few perfons can have occafion to perufe them. 
The drama is, as. ufval, unproduttive ; but Mi/s 
Foanna Baillie refcues it from oblivion, by her Mifcel- 
laneous Plays **, and affords a fpecimen of genius, 
which few writers will emulate, and not one in an age 
jurpafs, | 


New Epirtrons. 


Spenfer, though ‘praifed with fufficient liberality, has 
long wanted an edition, which fhould at once give

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correctnefs to his text, and illuftration to his ideas. 
Mr. Todd, whote accuracy’ and: diligence ‘have been 
abundantly proved by former works, has crowned ‘his 
Jabours, by an edition of this poet *, which combines 
every requifite that an intelligent reader can demand: 
Meffinger, the next dramatic poet to Shakfpeare,: in 
vigour and liveline{s of genius, has been very feldom 
edited, and never with any care, till Mr. W. Gifford + 
undertook the tafk. In the hands of a true poet, the 
works of a congenial fpirit were likely to fare well ; 
and the refult has been, as might be expected, a cof= 
rect and judicioufly illuftrative Edition. Mr. G. Ellis, 
a poet alfo, of much originality and livelinefs, has con- 
defcended to become the Editor of fome of the earli- 
eft efforts of Englifh Genius. For what zox/d not be 
read, at this day, in the early Metrical Romances f, he 
has fubftituted his own elegant profe; but, wherever 
his authors could appear with credit, he has fuffered 
them to fpeak for themfelves. 

Felltham’s Refolves §, an early fpecimen of Englith 
Moral Efiays, have been republifhed by Mr. Cumming. 
Ic is not clear to us that all the alterations and omiffions 
of this Editor are real improvements ; but the book 
deferves to attract attention, and probably will not fai} 
to do fo. 


LANGUAGES. 


Studying the facred books, with the moft minute 
and {crupulous attention, Mr.Granville Sharp has made 
important difcoveries in both the languages in which. 
they are penned, His rules for the Greek prepofi- 
tive dice we have long ago approved and defended ; 
in the Hebrew |, he has now laid down a fyftem for 
the effect of the converfive Vau, which reduces to 
exact regularity that apparently anomalous conftruc-

language, has already paft through feveral editions. 


EpuCcATION. 


To one branch of education the preceding articles 
belong ; but there are many other parts, which require 
a feparate confideration, For religious inftruétion, 
Mr. Eyton’s Catechifm §, formed on the divine fermon 
of our Saviour on the Mount, may be employed with 
great advantage. Nor fhould the fuggeftions be, on 
any account, overlooked, which Mrs. Trimmer | has 
thrown out in her Comparative View. Mrs, Pr. 
Wakefield combines, as ufual, delight and inftruétion, 
in her Domeftic Recreation g.. The work, in faa, 
deferves an ampler form; and a place fomewhat more 
exalted than the juvenile library, Mr. Frend en- 
deavours to teach arithmetic by a method in fome 
meafure original. He calls it 7 angible Arithmetic **, 
and employs a modification of the Roman Abacus, 
both to facilitate calculations, and to explain the prin- 
ciple of them. Mr. Murray views the Morality of 
fiition ++ inanew and pleafing light;.and has produced 
a book of no fmal] merit, both in fentiment and lan- 


guage.
